MEDIOINE HAT. 
A Description ef the Saskateh- 
ewan Coal Mines. 

Mepicine Hat, Oct. 26.—On arriv- 
ing at the First Siding, eight miles 
west of Medicine Hat, and looking 
southward along the line of railroad 
built by the Saskatchewan Coal Min- 
ing Conpany, I saw the buildings 
and tall smokestack of the engine 
house of the Company's works.
